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Another Philippine Leak 
Noted In Washington; 
(ollectors Doublecrossed 


Some few months ago quite a 
stink was caused in stamp circles 
by the reprinting and_ sale of 
many of the Philippine stamps 
which have been out of issue, out 
of use during the war period. At 
that time it appeared that new 
printings had been made for the 
sole purpose of selling to collec- 
tors, since there was no possible 
use for the stamps in the Philip- 
pines and no need for any further 
printing. d 

After the sales were discovered 
and made public the Philippine 
Commissioin at Wahington made 
a clean breast of the matter and 
promised in good faith that it 
would not happen again. 

We now have information that 
the back door has been opened 
again and the two stamps prin- 
cipally concerned are the very 
scarce 26c and 30c values, Scott 
Numbers 441 and 442 of the Com- 
monwealth issue. These stamps 
catalogue $1.25 each with a_ face 
value of but 13¢c and 15c in U. S. 
coin. The No. 442 is the rarest of 
the two stamps and despite cata- 
logue value of $1.25 it has been 
worth much more and has been 
selling above catalogue. 

We are unable to state whether 
the entire set has been sold re- 
cently, but we do have definite 
information that the above two 
stamps have been passed out 


recently at Washington. Wheth- 
er these are stamps from 
stock in hand or a new 


printing we are unable to state 
but it is believed that they are 
reprintings and if such it is not 
yet established whether there is 
sufficient difference in them from 


pious issued stamps to make 


tive. . r 

If reprints, the records at the 
Bureau will certainly show and 
stamp collectors are entitled to 
have a statement from Mr. Hall 
if these stamps have been re- 
printed. There is no question that 
numbers of them have been sold 
from Washington in the past two 
weeks. Several New York deal- 
ers have been known to have 
made a trip to Washington for the 
express purpose of obtaining a 
supply of these two stamps and 
possibly others. 

It has been some years _ since 
these two items were on the sales 
list of the Philippine Commission, 
they went of this list soon after 
Pearl Harbor. Also these two 
items were not included with 
those reprints sold during the last 
scandal concerning which we 
have already made mention. 

During the Holiday season ru- 
mors spread in New York that 
these two stamps were available 
from some source. Several New 
York dealers are known to have 
gone to Washington for a supply. 
Washington is now reported to be 
sold out. It is not known if any 
other of the rarer issues have 
been reprinted and sold out the 
back door. Until it is determined 
whether these printings differ 
from the original printings col- 
lectors would be wary about the 
purchase of these stamps at high 
prices. 

There should be some method 
by which stamp collectors can be 
safeguarded in instances of this 
sort. We are able to suggest a 
method which would apply in

Adolph Is Running Out Of Paper 





No better proof of the desperate plight of the Nazis need be 


shown than the above block of postage stamps, illustrated in ac- 
tual size, and picked up by an American Soldier in the recent 
drive into Germany. These midget stamps are about %4 actual 
size, printed by a typographic process probably from electrotype 
plates, on a peculiarly gummed paper, perforated 11. 

This specimen was sent home from an American soldier whose 
home is in Piqua, Ohio. He was hospitalized in London when the 
stamps were mailed to his mother who gave a few of them to 
Mr. Sam Avy Jr., to whom we are indebted for this illustration. 

The stamps at hand are of two values, a 6 pf. red and a 12 pf. 
in purple. Both are identical in design having the figures of value 
in each upper corner, the head of the “rug chewer” in the cen- 


ter and “DEUTSCHESREICH” in small capital letters at the base. 


The printing is a very poor job looking almost as though it 
might have been done from stereotype forms. Perforation holes are 
large and the centering is atrocious on the 12pf. value.

past five years. 

We will of course be told that 
this is a matter for the Philippine 
Commission to announce if they 
choose and that it is no business 
of the Post Office Department. 

If and when the leading stamp 
collector societies of the country, 
the hundreds of clubs in various 
cities and the Association of 
Stamp Dealers get up enough in- 
terest in what should be their 
business, to protect the collector, 
we might find"’a way to remedy 
these matters, but so long as the 
Stamp collector organizations car- 
ry on as they have always carried 
on, there is probably little hope 
for the individual collector.

ted to us by Mr, N. E. Collins, 
of Algonac, Michigan, we were 
rather stumped in trying to 
identify it because of the mea- 
gre listing, but finally found 
the reference which we quote 
above. 

In examining and checking 
this pane which is definitely 
the 2c Type I, issue of Feb. 25, 
1927, perf. 11x10%, we noted 
that the numbers listed in the 
paragraph quoted above did not 
agree with catalogue numbers 
as given in the body of the cat- 
alog. 

We therefore find that Scott 
must have two numbers mixed 
in the paragraph above and the 
numbers should read 632a, and 
634d, instead of 632d and 534a 
as they are listed. 

The panes submitted by Mr. 
Collins are plates 19274 and 
19275.
